Mr. Hyde was called shortly after th 
session opened this morning, and h 
was under examination practically all 
day. 

Mr. Hyde cleared up the matter ofi

books of the Equitable Life under the 
caption of the " J. \V. Alexander No. 3 
Account." Mr. Hyde tlrst heard of 
this account In the fall of 1U0J from 
President Alexander, who said that he) 
and F. Jordan, former controller of tho 
Equitable, had, incurred the loan, to 
take ' up stock that was being bid up 
usmsii to fictitious values, to the detriment of 
the company, to settle suits that were

For Campaign Contributions 

which were made to the last national 
campaign and which were asked for 
by ]-!. C. Frick, who suggested it for 
the bevielit of the society. To procure 
this money Mr. Alexander and Mr. 
Hyde wrote a letter to the president 
of the Mercantile Trust Company, and 
this letter practically placed him In a 
position of a guarantee. Later, when 
the settlement of the loan was forced, 
Mr. Alexander and Mr. Jordan raised 
all they could toward It. The stock 
purchased with part of the loan was 
sold to Thomas F. Ryan for JiiiL'.noo; 
and the balance, $212,000, Mr. Hyde 
paid personally. He did this because 
he understood that Mr. Alexander was 
financially embarrassed, and In a bitter 
tone said: ".Notwithstanding the 
strained relations with the two gen- 
l tlemen (Alexander and Jordan), 1 felt 
bound to see that this loan was liqui- 
dated by reason of the letter Mr. 
Alexander extracted from me." 

Mr. Hyde's Salary 

Mr. Hyde told of his salary, staling 
It to be $30,000 and being Increased to 
$100,000 as his duties increased, but In 
a statement alleged that because of 
losses In syndicate transactions and 
the payment of $212,500 on the Mer- 
cantile loan, his average Income had 
been but a Iitte mure than $38,000 a 
year.

T. PETERSBURG, Nov. 14.— The 
upheaval in Russia following the 
promulgation of the reform mani- 
festo has now reached Vladivo- 
stok and Yeniseisk and other extreme 
points of the empire. Confirmation 
lias been obtained from various 
sources of the reported uprising at 
Vladivostok, where the condition of 
affairs is quite critical. Many per- 
sons have been killed and the foreign- 
ers have taken refuge on the ships 
In the harbor. Many public buildings, 
Shops and houses have been pillaged 
and set on lire by the mob. 

The American embassy has received 
from Consul Greener at 'Vladivostok 
details of the outbreak which began 
Sunday afternoon, immediately after 
the departure of the Russian armored 
cruisers Gromboi und Rossla. The 
people, who had gathered In great 
crowds in the streets, became excited 
by inflammatory speeches. Jinny sol- 
diers and sailors were also in an angry 
mood, having expected to go home with 
the squudron. 

The mob began to break windows 
and pillage and in the evening set fire 
to the theatre, the Golden Horn hotel, 
to several blocks of Chinese buildings 
in the 'northern part of the city and 
to the officers' residences and other 
buildings in the eastern quarter. The 
tires burned all night. Seventy build- 
ings were consumed. Troops were 
summoned to restore order and fired 
frequent volleys, killing many per- 
sons. 

Refugees on Vessels 

Just before th? American consul 
telegraphed today the commandant of 
tlie fortress of Vladivostok, assisted by 
priests, and leaders of the workmen's 
organizations, addressed the mob, 
urging them to keep the peace, but 
the consul said he feared the entreaty 
to be In vain. He added that 24 mer- 
chant .vessels in the harbor were now 
crowded with inhabitants. The con- 
sul was on board a steamer when he 
sent bis despatch, and he expected to 
remain there. 

in spite of tlie complete embargo 
placed on nil telegrams from Vladivostok, 
the news of the outbreak there leaked 
out and became generally known 
throughout the city. The details were 
available to the general public and the 
city was filled with the wildest rumors 
as to what was occurring. One report 
circulated on the bourse today had t,i6 
entire garrison and the sailors of all the 
ships in the harbor in mutiny. This, 
following on the heels of tlie mutiny at 
Cronstndt, contributed to the demoraliza- 
tion on the exchange. 

Order- Partly Restored 

The information received by the As>- 
sociated Press goes to show, though, that 
order was partly restored, a large part 
ol' the garrison stood firm, but the crisis 
has not been passed. fears are ex- 
pressed iii admiralty and general stall' 
circles that mob violence has llared again 
and that it w ill necessitate a further re- 
son to arms. 

Martial law has been proclaimed and 
Hie authorities are contident of their abil- 
ity to stamp out the disorders if neces- 
sary. 

Emperor Nicholas and the Russian 
court will not come to St. Petersburg 
this winter. It was recently an- 
nounced that tho emperor was about 
to return to the winter palace, in an 
annex of which Count Witte has in- 
stalled himself; but His Majesty has 
now decided lo go from Peterhof back 
to Sarskoe Selo, where he has been 
living for almost two years with the 
exception of a few months. His de- 
cision not to come to the capital is 
regarded as unfortunate, 'not only for 
Its moral effect, but because it keeps 
him surrounded by court inlluence and 
out of immediate touch with Count 
Witte. 

Poles Seek Co-operation 

The Polish delegation here is work- 
ing hard to secure the co-operation 
of tlie liberals, social democrats and 
workmen's organizations in another 
general political strike In aid of the 
Poles' battle for autonomy; but thus 
far, while they have met with much 
sympathy, no action has been taken 
for their assistance. The Polish dele- 
gation, it is said, claim over 7,flU0 
Polish prisoners are languishing in the 
jails of Warsaw 

Count Witte today received from the 
Warsaw committee of the social demo- 
crats of Poland and Lithuania an in- 
dignant telegram denying the report 
that, the present movement in Poland 
is designed to secure separation. 

The despatch says: "Tho official note 
justifying the proclamation of martial 
law in Poland is ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of frustrating a separist movement, 
is a criminal manoeuvre of the govern- 
ment intended io divide the Polish from 
the Russian revolutionary movement. 
We call attention of the authorities to 
their having drowned our revolutionary 
processions in blood and having allowed 
mil freedom to other Polish demonstra- 
tions at which tlie white eagle was dis- 
played and where Sienkiewiez and other 
orators pleaded with the workmen to re- 
turn to their shops and restore peace. 
We nlllrtn that the revolutionary Polish 
proletariat, together with the revolution- 
ary Russian proletariat, seek common 
freedom and not separation." 

Do Not Want Separation 

Tiie Poles here deny that they seek 
separation, understanding fully that Po- 
land is between the hummer and tlie an- 
vil, A prominent Pole said today: "We 
have attentively watched Germany's op- 
erations beyond the frontier, knowing 
that the day of our separation from Rus-

The Pacific Coast fisheries have 
been charted by the United States 
Hydrographies department. The churts 
show that northwest of Vancouver 
Island Is a large bank where cod, hali- 
but and red rock flsh are taken In 
large numbers. This is one of the 
easiest banks to fish. The water is 
charted at 44 fathoms and the season 
Pi from March to September. The 
area of this hank is given as 2,000 to 
S.OpO square miles, with a bottom of 
sand and gravel. 

Flattery hank, off Cape Flattery, is 
an excellent ground for halibut, but 
the other flsh are not found in such 
numbers as on the other banks chart- 
ed. The bank covers an area of 1,100 
square miles, but. the best fishing Is 
about 11 miles northwest from Cape 
Flattery lighthouse and covering an 
area of about 35 square miles. 

The chart gives Willapa bank, off 
Gray's Harbor, Wash., as fairly abun- 
dant for halibut, black cod and red 
jock flsh, but states that this bank 
has not been fully tested. It covers 
an area of 110 square miles, with a 
depth Of water of from 42 to 00 fath- 
oms, with a. bottom of rocks, gray 
sand and mud. 

The chart gives only two mackerel 
banks, and these have not been thor- 
oughly tested. one is near Attn 
and the Other around Atka. 

The depth of water or size 
hanks Is not given, and the 
statement is simply that mackerel are 
known to inhabit these two sections in 
fairly large quantities. 

The principal banks for cod fishing 
recorded In the chart are in the north- 
ern waters. Slime bank, In Behring 
Sea, named from an intermediate zone 
of jellyfish which cover fishing lines 
and bait with slime; Balrd bank, at 
Bristol Bay, and Portlock Bank, north- 
east of Kadlak Island, are the largest 
banks where codfish and small halibut 
are numerous and red rock flsh fairly 
abundant. 

Slime bank covers ;m area of 1,445 
square miles, and the depth of water 
la from 20 to 50 fathoms. The bot- 
tom is black sand and gravel. Baird 
bank is the largest given In the chart. 
It covers 9,200 square miles and the 
depth of the water is recorded as from 
11 to 53 fathoms. The bottom Is gray 
sand, black sand and gravel. Port- 
lock bank has 6.S00 square miles, with 
a depth of water ranging from 37 to 117 
fathoms, and a bottom of gray sand, 
gravel and broken shells. Another 
one of the larger banks and where the 
greatest depth of water is given is 
Albatross bank, southeast of Kadlak 
Island. While this bank has not been 
as fully investigated as the others, 
cod, small halibut and red rock fish 
are said to be fairly plentiful. The 
bank extends over 3.700 square miles, 
and the depth of water ranges from 
27 to 00 fathoms. 

Halibut banks are also shown north, 
northwest, southwest and southeast- of 
the Queen Charlotte Islands.

der hi- will were the defendants. His 
Honor has decreed that the decease, 1 
William Ureig and (Jeorge l.icknell (the 
plaintiff's predecessor in titlel acquired 
a possessory title to the two islands by 
Ions.' nudist urinal and undisputed pos- 
session, and tin- plaintiff ami the defend- 
ants arc now respectively entitled to an 
undivided moiety of tin' properly. His 
Honor has directed that the islands be 
sold by public auction at Suva early 
next year. With reference to Ihe above, 
iHeuter's Agency state- that 11. M. S. 
Caroline formally took over possession 
of Fannin- Island in March, 1SSS. Sub- 
sequently a piece of land .'id acres ill ex- 
tent, covered with jungle and broken 
coral on ihe northwest side of the island, 
were set apart fur the purposes of the 
Pacific cable. In .lane, IS'.rs, ihe high 
commissioner for the Western Pacific 
notified tin' heir- .if Mes-rs. W. Ureig 
and Hicknel], who owned rights on Fan- 
ning Island, tlmt 11.

The continued decline In our supplies 
is getting alarming. There tire now 
only 8,000 tans in stock In England and 
Prance, of which 0,000 tons are hi bar 
copper (standard) in England. Out of 
ibis over 3,000 ions tire already sold to 
consumers, leaving barely 3,000 tons as 
counters for the world's copper market, 
and most of this will disappear into 
furnaces during the next three months.

HOW THE ORACLE WAS WORKED. 

One of the many devices used In 
Alberta to win the election there, and 
now being used in Saskatchewan to 
Win the election in that province, was 
to endeavor to make the electors be- 
lieve that if the new Liberal govern- 
ments were not elected It would prac- 
tically mean the defeat of the Laurier 
government and the killing of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, leaving 
all thai vast country to the tender 
mercies of the C. P. P. monopoly. It 
■was the same old game that was so 
successfully worked- In British Colum- 
bia, and notwithstanding that the con- 
tracts for large sections of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific are let, it succeeded in 
Alberta beyond even the hopes of 
those who worked the oracle. 

It" the above statements could not 
be verified in black and white, our 
readers would undoubtedly believe that 
It was all political Action, so absurd 
do they appear. The Winnipeg Free 
Press, nowever, which lias been direct- 
ing a very vigorous campaign in the 
new provinces on behalf of the lab- 
era Is, appealed lo the electors as fol- 
lows :

IRRIGATION A FEDERAL ENTER- 
PRISE. 

Some time ago the Colonist called at- 
tention lo the great irrigation enterprises 
that are being carried out by t he Federal 
government in the arid belt ot' the United 
States and expressed the opinion that 
similar enterprises should be undertaken 
in Canada, where necessary, by the fed- 
eral authorities. In the American Wesi 
ninny millions of acres of most excellent 
land is being brought, or will he brought, 
into cultivation, which will materially 
add to the producing area of the United 
States. The work is being carried on 
for the general benefit of the country, 
I lie government looking to the increase 
of population and development for a re- 
turn of the immense outlay involved, al- 
though the land reclaimed is within the 
jurisdiction of the states ami will, when 
reclaimed, he state-administered. 

In calling attention to the importance 
of the work we took occasion lo point 
out that similar considerations should 
prevail in the Dominion, and that the 
Federal authorities should investigate 
the possibilities of the dry hell in Brit- 
ish Columbia, much of wheh is within 
the Dominion railway bell, and hence 
the property of the Dominion, where 
not already alienated. Some of our 
contemporaries at the time thought that 
the suggestion was one which could not 
be entertained by the Dominion govern- 
ment, as the duty of developing the 
province internally devolved upon the 
local ndniinisl ration. 

We Had. however, that lion. Sidney 
Fisher, minister of agriculture, lias just 
returned to Ottawa alter a visit to irri- 
gated areas of the western slates, where 
he wetii to study the subject of irrigation 
at flose range. In tin- Montreal Her- 
ald, his own organ, we are informed thai 
Ml I i.t-u l is ■ : " the i run u I hat a vus 
area of land in Canada — particularly in 
the district lying between Itcgiua and 
the mountains, south of the t'. P. It. 
trail; — may be made far mure productive 
through irrigation. If the wind; is left 
ion loii'.' it will become increasingly 
more expensive and difficult by reason 
nf vested rights in the water courses 
being created. In the Stales great 
works along the line are being canieil 
on by the federal authorities, and Mr. 
Fisher sough! to increase his knowledge 
of the character and the results of these 
works. Ilis observations have con- 
firmed b s m zvt that by Irrigation a won- 
derful expansion of the cultivable area 
of our Canadian West may he obtained. 
The work, if undertaken, will, of course, 
be performed by the department of the 
interior, but as the minister of agricul- 
ture Mr. Fisher is naturally deeply con- 
cerned in any propositi working to tins 
end." 

Doubtless, Mr. Fisher, when he went 
about to study the problem nf irrigation 
as it is solved in the United Stales by 
the federal authorities there, did not 

have British Columbia in his mind. Lie 
probably has not yet: but if the Domin- 
ion government undertakes large irriga- 
tion enterprises in the Northwest prov- 
inces it cannot very well refuse to con- 
sider the situation in British Columbia, 
where the problem is relatively of much 
greater importance. None of that coun- 
try can be described as arid in the sen-.,, 
in which port ions of I he country in t u • 
interior nf this province is arid. There 
are seasons, sometimes several in succes- 
sion, in which there is plenty of rain. 
Not so in the British Columbia dry beit. 
Then, every acre in this previa, e which' 
can he reclaimed will grow fruil as well 
as all Hie other products uf Ihe temper- 
ate /.uiie. Iii the Northwest Imnl is 
plentiful. In British Columbia Ihe 
area of arable land is limited, ami roln- 
iively much more valuable as a conse- 
quence. Sonic of the ilistricis in Vale 
and Lillooel would require a very large 
expenditure of capital to render them 

available under a system of irriguti 

beyond t lie linnncial a hilil y of t he prov- 
ince to attempt at the present i hue.

Tho stock market was full of rumors 
yesterday that the Hill-Morgan inter- 
ests had captured the C. P. R. 

A prominent New York wine mer- 
chant, for one, is estimated to liavo 
had in his possession at least 100,000 
shares of Canadian Pacific carried In 
£ the Sea- 1 various offices, 
to tender! If It wore possible for Mr. Hill to se- 
cure control of Canadian Pacitlc he 
would thereby have come to dominate 
the railroad situation on this continent 
to a degree never before dreamed of. 

Iu railroad circles, and more espe- 
cially In Canadian Pacific circles, it is 
not believed to bo possible for either 
Mr. Hill or any other American inter- 
est to secure control of Canadian Pa- 
citlc. The reason's that underlie this 
belief may be outlined as follows: 

Iu addition to about $101,000,000 of 
common stock there are outstanding 
over $37,000,000 of preferred stock, 
which may be increased to $50,000,000 
at the will pf the directors. It would be 
absolutely impossible to buy even a 
very small proportion of this preferred 
stock in the London market, which is 
the only market where it is trailed In. 

The Wall Street Journal points out 
that to buy control through the com 
mon stock it would be 'necessary to se 
cure over $70,000,000 of the stock. 

la the case of- a stock as narrow as 
Canadian Pacific has always been, it 
is extremely improbable that over 80 
P. c. of the issue as it stood on July 1, 
PJ04, and about 70 per cent, of the' Is- 
sue as it stands today could have been 
picked up In the market. Canadian 
Pacific stock has always been extreme- 
ly well distributed, over 1S.O0O secur- 
ity holders having been on the books 
of the company at the last report. 

In addition, it is doubtful that any 
syndicate of American bankers or rail- 
road men would undertake ;o control 
the great Canadian railroad highway. 
Such as step would mean that immedi- 
ately all the political, municipal and 
individual efforts of Canada and its 
people would be directed against the 
Canadian Pacitlc.

If so, lie is bound to take in 
hand, not only the; questions already men- 
tioned, but the no less pressing question 
arising from the legislative restrictions 
on immigration with which our corres- 
pondent deals in the interesting article 
wo publish today. Those restrictions 
have been the subject of a good deal of 
discussion in our columns recently, some 
of our correspondents affecting to treat 
them as mere "myths," others bringing 
forward very " strong evidence to show 
that, in some eases at least, the "myths" 
are well authenticated facts. Our Aii s- 
tralian correspondent is 'inclined to con- 
sider that there has been much exagger- 
ation about the actual effect of the " 
tract" clause in the Immigration 
striction Act. Neither that clause, 
Ihe educational test, has actually ex- 
cluded a single white man from" Aus- 
tralia.

Extraordinary Progress of Can- 
ada Has Diverted Attention 
From Antipodes, 



Student and Spot Where He Was Killed 



An interesting Article From Pen 
of Special Writer In The 
London Times.

The extraordinary progress made by 
Canada in the last few years has Jo a 
very great extent diverted the attention 
of the British public from Australia. 
Upon Australians the effect of this ne- 
glect has been to concentrate their at- 
tention upon themselves, to compel them 
to inquire more critically into their own 
policy in the past, and to consider how 
far a change in that policy might lead to 
a greater development of the natural re- 
sources of their great island continent, 
and onee attract to its shores the life- 
giving stream of immigration. Of the 
magnificent natural resources of. Aus- 
tralia tliere can he no doubt. In Aus- 
tralia, no less than in Canada, tliere are 
vast stretches of fertile land only await- 
ing for settlers to bring out their latent 
possibilities. Our Australian correspond- I 




cut, in the article we published in our 
issue of October 14, drew a most seduc- 
tive picture of the undeveloped country 
along the northern coast region of Now 
South Wales, and of the plateau lands 
in Northern Queensland, regions well 
watered, witli a soil in some parts (HI 
feet deep, and a cool bracing climate. 
Yet in spite of these natural advan- 
tages the British emigrant has in recent 
years come to light shy of Australia. The 
injures given by Mr. Butterworth in the 
letter we publish today show in the most 
striking fashion the decrease in the ex- 
cess of immigration into Australia over 
emigration from ;j7t»,*5ti5 for the decade 
1881-90 to 2(1,515 in the next decade, 
and to 55 in the years 1001-2. This last 
figure is below the revised figures given 
in the last edition of Mr. T. A. Cogli- 
lan's statistical account, which, however, 
shows an actual excess of emigration 
over immigration of 7,249 for the year 
10O3. -Mr. Coghlan's figures for 1904 
Show an excess of immigrants of 1,339, 
of whom '211 came from the United 
'Kingdom. In the same two years in 
which Australia thus lost nearly 0,000 
souls, Canada received some 200,000 set- 
tlers, of whom 92,000 came from the 
United Kingdom. The contrast cannot 
but be profoundly disquieting to patri- 
otic Australians. What is the explana- 
tion of Australia's failure to induce set- 
tlers to make their home within her 
shores? Our correspondent, in the art- 
icle referred to, gives several contribu- 
tory causes. The trend of settlement in- 
land to regions dangerously liable to 
drought to the neglect of the coastal 
districts, the excessive complication of | 
the land laws, the locking up of large 
areas for pastoral uses or fur specula- 
tion, the lack of scientific I'ai'ming hove 
all, in his opinion, retarded the develop- 
ment of the country, lint, as be also 
points out, serious efforts are now being 
made to remedy these defects. Model 
farms have been established; Mr. Dea- 
kin. the federal premier, has undertaken 
a complete overhauling of the land de- 
partment and a drastic revision of the 
land acts, and hopes to get legislative 
jiowers to resume on fair terms some of 
the areas that have been looked up in ro-

able tn import large quantities of "black- 
legs" during a strike. But for such a 
special case special provision might be 
made: it surely does not. require so 
"dangerously far-reaching" restrictions 
as those of the existing clause. If Mr. 
Deakin and his fellow-country men wish 
to facilitate qjnigratiop from tins country 
to Australia, and to advertise the fact to 
the workinginen of this country, I hoy 
can take no better step than to modify 
the clause in question. 

Ouite separate from the question of 
the restrictions on British immigration, 
whether •'mythical" or not, at any rate 
seriously deterrent, is the even more 
vexed question of the restriction of col; 
orcd immigration, a question which raises 
a most serious Imperial and 1 interna- 
tional problem. That the existing re- 
strictions on colored immigration into 
Australia are satisfactory can hardly be 
maintained. Their cardinal defect, our 
correspondent maintains, is that they are 
based on subterfuge, instead of on a 
square facing of the actual facts of the 
situation. The consistent attitude of the 
Imperial government, hitherto, bus been 
to refuse its assent to any legislation 
openly and avowedly discriminating be- 
tween persons on account of their race. 
Oar tradition has been to recognize only 
individuals and to take no account of 
racial differences. But racial differences 
do exist. Different races have different 
degrees of vitality or of economic ellici- 
eney. The highest types are not always 
the most robust in the face of adverse 
conditions. In England, with its dense 
and firmly rooted population, this is 
hardly realized — though even here the 
influx of Polish .Tews into the Knst End 
of London may give some slight indica- 
tion of the displacement which can ensue 
I in countries where the white race is still 
a young and tender plant, taking root 
| with diiHculty, if it is forced to meet the 
unrestricted competition of races accus- 
tomed to a different standard of living. 
I Australia is undoubtedly capable of he- 
i coming the home of it large and fiourish- 
j ing British population. Jim there can be 
nothing more certain than that: absolute 
' laisser faire would make it the home of 
j a preponderatingly yellow and brown 
population. Restriction and regulation, 
: in some form or oilier, of the free eco- 
: liomic activities of other races is neees- 
I sary to the existence of our race in Aus- 
tralia. The object should be to make 
those restrictions as little invidious ns 
possible, whether to our own subjects 
or to our allies, or. indeed, to any oilier 
people. In its essence there is nothing 
.more insulting in limiting by legislation 
the work that may be done in Australia 
I by Japanese immigrants than there is in 
limiting the importation of Japanese 
j goods by n tariff. What is insulting is a 
system which professes to be educational 
and then defines the European languages 
as the sole standard of education, which 
may be applied to a scholar and a gentle- 
man from China, but is never, as our 
correspondent points out, applied to Eu- 
ropean navy. As Mr. Deakin suggested 
in bis reply to the Japanese government 
three days ago, there is room for a gen- 
eral restatement of the form in which 
these restrictions are cast.. The growth 
of imperial unity must be based on com- 
promise, not on verbal subterfuge.

I nod- 
ded to him, and he returned the nod, 
but I could see that he did not recog- 
nize me — which was not specially re- 
markable in the circumstances of our 
meeting in Edinburgh. I drove on, re- 
gretting that he had forgotten me. 

Time passed. In those days I was 
In close touch with many officers of 
the Hudson's Bay Comnapy, and 1 
heard occasionally of Renshaw. What 
I heard was not very good. He had 
been transferred from Fort Pelly to 
another post of the company in the far 
Interior — a lonely and desolate place, 
where lie became despondent and hip- 
ped. A few years later I was sorry to 
hear that the company had dispensed 
with his services, arid that he was liv- 
ing in the wilderness lying between 
Winnipeg and Port Arthur. He had 
become a "squaw-man," which means 
that he, had taken up wilii an Indian 
woman, and had exiled himself from 
rlecent society. It looked like being a 
case of a "lost life." 

More years .passed. Manitoba and 
the Northwest were being opened up 
t>y the Canadian Pacific railway, and 
>ne autumn I determined to spend part , 
■>( my holidays on a. sporting expedition J 
in the Lake Wnbigoon district, which 
lies east of Winnipeg and west of Lake 1

Thrilling Experience of Donald 
kenzio, an Explorer. 

Donald .Mackenzie-, the English ex- 
plorer who arrived froiu London a few 
days ago en route to north western Can- 
ada on a hunting expedition, is one of 
the very few men who have been at- 
tacked by the Centra] African lion 
jvliile asleep in enuvp and have lived to 
tell the tale. As guest of honor at a 
recent dinner he was prevailed upon to 
ell the following story of an experience 
lie had while surveying for the Cape to 
Cairo railroad in the Central African 
region around Lakes Victoria and Al- 
bert Xyauza. , 

"Our camp," he said, "was made in a 
clearing perhaps three or four hundred 
yards in diameter. On one side was a 
cooking hut of the usual African

"1 think the beast was thoroughly 
alarmed and ready to stand at hay and 
defend his prey. But 1 again lapsed in- 
to delirium, with the result, as Thomas 
told me later, that 1 began for the first 
time to call' for help. Driven nearly 
frantic by my, -tone, "Thomas rushed up 
to the lion, stuck the muzzle of his rifle 
against the monstrous head and pulled 
the rrliggcr. 

"Bui the rifle jammed. 
"With a muttered exclamation Thom- 
; as dubbed the otherwise useless rifle 
| and brought the butt end down on the 
nprearcd head with all the force of a 
< frenzied man. Bui. the blow had no 
' more effect than the buzzing of a bee. 
i What the force of the impact did do. 

however, was to ruin a favorite rifle by 
! breaking it in two. 

"Shouting further orders to the ne- 
groes, who were huddled cowering in 
flic distance, Thomas rushed across the 
clearing to my tent, where 'he found and 
loaded his rifle. Thus armed lie returned 
to the attack, the lion having mcanwhi'e 
remained stationary, growling at the 
torches and the negroes. 

"Approaching cautiously for the sec- 
ond time, my assistant crept straight up 
to the puzzled and worried animal, piai od 
the muzzle quite close to his eye and 
blew oat his brains. Simultaneously, 1 
am told, upon being released from the 
ponderous weight, 1 arose to my feet, not- 
withstanding the previous ordeal, and 
actually ran about a hundred yards. 
Then came utter collapse. 

"Thomas and a negro then carried me 
to my tent, where a quantity of hot 
water was prepared. But the instant 
the hot water touched my lacerations 
the agony became most unbearable My 
veils scared some of the negroes into the 
forest and brought others clamoring 
about the lent. They no doubt thought 
my last hour was at hand, as Indeed it 
neorly was. for Thomas had forcibly to 
restrain me from reaching for my revol- 
ver and 'ending the ngouizing paiu then 
and there. , 

"As is well known, the greatest dan- 
cer under such circumstances, is the 
likelihood of poisoning, the dirt gather- 
ing under the claws of such animals be- 
ing the great source of peril. Hence it 
was necessary to bathe my wounds in 
water and whiskey. And my whole 
body seemed to he one continuous 
wound. 

"Wo were TOO miles from tiie nearest 
missionary doctor, and how I survived 
that journey is a mystery. But the 
thing was done, and when the doctor 
examined me lie nearly dropped dead 
with amazement over my survival. 

"But vou bear no visible sears of the 
encounter?" ventured a member of the 



Nothing pleases certain classes so 
much as to suppose and assert that 
the power of the Crown has passed 
away. Those who are experienced in 
affairs smile. In their sleeves, at the 
notion. Nothing is more certain than 
that the power of the Crown remains. 

When driven to the wall by revela- 
tions or expectations the critics assert, 
as Mr. Gladstone attempted to do, that 
It Is not real power that the Crown re- 
tains, but only Influence/ The ex- 
planation is vain. Influence is power, 
and perhaps more powerful because it 
is intluence. Power is occasional; in- 
fluence is constant. Power Is exer- 
cised externally and may be resisted; 
intluence is private and hardly to be 
withstood. The common experience of 
mankind shows this to be true. The 
sun is always more Influential than 
the wind. 

The Ufe of Lord Granville reveals 
more clearly than usual the sort of in- 
tluence, the actual power, which Queen 
Victoria exerted, especially towards the 
end of her reign. It was only the 
development of her earliest tendency. 
"They shall see that 1 am Queen "of 
England," she said in 1841. 

We are told that in 1859, when the 
Queen was quite opposed to Russell 
and Palmerston, "thq Queen forbade 
giving any advice or opinion at Paris 
on the Italian question." This was 
pretty Elizabethan In temper. In 1852 
she had already used her power to ex- 
pel Palmerston from office for his In- 
discretion in expressing acquiescence, 
even non-offlclally, In the coup d'etat. 

"The Queen," writes Lord Granville, 
in 1859, "is up to her stirrups very 
German and determined if necessary to 
resist the Prime Minister." In lSf.2 
when Granville took Patmerston's 
Foreign Office, the Queen at once de- 
manded to know his policy.. He had to 
write her a long essay giving In out- 
line his general ideas, before she was 
satisfied with him as a Minister. 

In ISG-i, the Queen was dissatisfied 
with the paragraph In the speech from 
the throne, which was submitted to her, 
concerning Germany, and was not sat- 
isfied till it was altered at' her dicta- 
tion. In 1SG1 we know that she insist- 
ed on the alteration of the despatches 
| to America, and thereby probably pre- 
vented war. Clever Foreign Secretar- 
ies are apt to exercise literary gifts 
with indiscretion. Cautious queens and 
kings are valuable critics in such cases. 

In his address on the death of the 
Queen, Lord Salisbury said that ".'the 
exercised a steady and persistent intlu- 
ence on the action of her Ministers in 
the courts of legislation and govern- 
ment which no one could mistake." 
Lord Klmberley said; "There have been 
cases where the Queen's judgment was 
better than Ours." Age and experi- 
ence had made her wiser than her 
Ministers and more acquainted with 
affairs. She bad also means of infor- 
mation not always open to her Minis- 
ters. Royal families can write; and 
they keep secrets well. 

It was rather curious that no protests 
arose from the radical press on the oc- 
casion of these confessions from the 
chiefs of the rival parties that the 
power of the Crown bad been felt by 
them both. The Queen's influence 
quelled even radical suspicions. The 
day of "Veritas" and his sensational 
pamphlet lias passed. 

When Mr. Chllders was at the Ad- 
miralty the Queen was constantly com- 
manding him in tills and that. On the

Outwitted His "Granny." 

When the Prince of Wales was a lit- 
tle fellow at school be ran out of 
money and knew his parents too well 
to ask for an advance on his allowance. 
He thought the matter over, and then 
sat down and laboriously prepared a 
letter to Queen Victoria, his grand- 
mother, pathetically begging her to 
send him half a sovereign. The Queen 
thought it a good occasion for Improve- 
ment of his mind, and instead of fpr- 
wardlng the money wrote an autograph 
letter, full of wholesome advice. A 
few days later she received a brief re- 
sponse, which said: "Dear Granny — 
Never mind about that money now. I 
don't need it. I have sold your letter 
for £2." 



she held a curious determination. ' She 
allowed beards, but they must be kept 
clipped and "on no account should 
moustaches be allowed without beards. 
This must be clearly understood." 

In 1SS0, after General Burrows' de- 
feat at Mnimond, she wrote Chllders: 
"The Queen therefore trusts that no 
reductions in the army are contemplat- 
ed, and asks whether, on the contrary, 
un increase should not be thought of." 
Charles 1. would not hn.ve been more 
peremptory In tone. 

Curiously enough, the Queen resisted 
for some time the abolition of flogging 
In the army. "The Queen (1SS0) hates 
the system of Hogging, but sees no al- 
ternative in extreme cases on active 
service." This also was the opinion 
of the Duke of Wellington, The alter- 
native in Kuropean armies is death, 
and flogging does seem more economi- 
cal. 

Then, again, when J he Ministers were 
being badgered by Parliament into the 
abolition of honorary colonelcies, she 
wrote to Chllders: "The Queen hopes 
that in answering this, Mr. Chllders 
will not pledge himself to any future 
arrangements about the colonelcies of 
the regiments," and "the Queen Is 
strongly opposed to the proposal £or 
abolishing these colonelcies." Mr. Chil- 
dcrs, accordingly, In the debate, de- 
clined to concede the proposed re- 
form." The government wa.s nearly 
beaten on the occasion. 

In 1SS0 she Is very peremptory with 
the Minister of War: "lie will, of 
course, come to no decision without 
first submitting the plan, when com- 
pleted, to the Queen." In 1882, with 
reference to the Egyptian expedition, 
she writes: "The chief command must, 
of course, be conferred on one of the 
tried officers, assisted by others who 
have recently been on active service." 
The "must" of a crowned head has a 
peculiar significance. All through the 
war the hand of the Queen never 
wearies, the eyes of the Queen never 
sleep. 

When the Egyptian campaign was 
over, in 1SS2, the Queen writes: "She 
is especially anxious that no troops 
should move in a hurry, as she feels 
convinced that no reliance can be 
placed yet on the Egyptians, who 
would, If they had a chance of success, 
again rise — that Is, the army." Here 
she Is commander-in-chief and Foreign 
Minister and Prime Minister all at 
"one fell swoop." We do not read that 
the Ministers rebelled, though they 
probably swore, like pur army In Flan- 
ders. 

The most curious illustration of the 
Queen's peremptory disposition was 
that of the details of the administration 
adopted for India in 1S5S. The Queen 
made several alterations in the Min- 
isterial plan. All but one were ac- 
cepted by Ministers. On this one they 
stood. To their horror, it was the very 
one on which the Opposition based 
their most furious attack. It had to be 
abandoned. 

"I have said" Lord Salisbury remark- 
ed in the address we have above quot- 
ed, "for years that I always thought 
that when I knew what the Queen 
thought I knew certainly what view 
her subjects would take, and especially 
the middle classes of her subjects.'' It 
wa.s well and fortunate to be wise 
when she was also peremptory. We 
have not yet got to the full length of 
.our knowledge of. the Queen's peremp- 
toriness and wisdom. Several lives re- 
main to be written.

AMONG WEST COAST INDIANS, 

Rev. John Campbell, D. D,, Victoria, in 
The Presbyterian. 

(Continued.) 
The commissioners left Dodgers' Cove 
where they were hospitably entertained 
by Mrs. Itoss and Mrs. MoKeo, who, 
witli their husbands, are the only white 
people there, and proceeded in an In- 
dian sloop to Xootntii'kamiis, a beauti- 
fully situated Sshing station of the 
Oh ill lit tribe, at the south end of tin 
Alberui canal. If the pilgrims sailed in 
a dangerously s'.iall boat over "The 
Graveyard of the {forth Pacific," they 
now went to the opposite extreme by 
sailing in a ridiculously large Indian 
sloop. Whether it was that they lost 
their nielnal equilibrium through fear of 
the suspicious hospitality of the natives, 
whose forefathers hud no relish for vege- 
table diet, or that the human mind is 
prone, to extremes, forgetting tlint "A 
sober moderation stands secure," 1 know 
not. 

Biimfield Creek, the Canadian station 
of the Pacific cable, anil the whaling 
station recently established by a com- 
pany of enterprising "Blue Xoscs," from 
the Atlantic seaboard, were seen at a 
distance. The enchanting beauty of the 
mountains and valleys along the shore 
was so charming as ot awaken the muse 
of one of the pilgrims, and to the amuse- 
ment of his fellow-passengers lie broke 
out in sublime poetry, guiding ins verses 
by til" tail, as the II a Hans do their 
calves to slaughter; hut the gods took 
pit yon him, and saved his literary repu- 
tation by marshalling the rhyming syl- 
lables; so that 

"They stood like sentinels nt the close. 
To keei> the verses from being prose." 

The government set apart at Nno- 
nitickumas two thousand acres of line 
land as a reservation fur the Oliiul.ts, 
and they are preparing hi move thither 
from Dodgers' Cove, where there is no 
land fit for cultivation, While food i^ so 
easily secured from the sea. and plenty 
of money can easily lie obtained at the 
canneries, and by sealing, fishing, and 
hop-picking in Oregon and Washington, 
1 am very doubtful whether the Indians 
of the West Const can he induced t:> 
cultivate the lands of their reservations, 
however good and fertile it may lie. Mr. 
'Unss, the missionary at Dodgers' Cove, 
built Just snnitner a very comfortable 
house for himself .and family at Noo- 
muckainas, where he is with the Indians 
during the fishing season, and hopes 
soon to move there permanently, when 
the tribe transfer their residence from 
I he Cove! win-re they resided from time 
immemorial. They have made grand 
progress during the losl Ion years in 
sobriety, industry, morality and Chris- 
tian civilization. I have no sympathy 
with I lie statement so often made, and 
made! generally by those who have sel- 
dom seen the red mail, thai the Indians 
adopt the white man's badness, but not 
his goodness. Visit the tribes in .the in- 
terior of Alaska or British Columbia, 
and compare them ivl'tll those of the 
coast, which have come in contact willi 
civilization ami Christianity, and behold 
the difference! The Church thai expends 
money to Christianize the Indians, whoso 
forests nnd prairies, mountains and val- 
leys, hikes and rivers, wn have taken 
(possession of, will he lihvsed with 
spiritual life iiuil temporal prosperity. 

On it delightful afternoon the com- 
missioners spread llicir canvas, and sail- 
ed out majestically from the rocky cliffs 
of wild Noointieknmns in their magnifi- 
cent sloop, a veritable liner, having a 
"Siwnsh" and his "K loucliinan" as 
crew, to manage the bolt, took their 
bearing and steered tor Old Alberui, 



which Is at the head of the Alberui 
canal, and over which stands a guardiae 
angel. Royal Mount Arrow-smith, whose 
lofty head is covered with eternal snow. 
The wind having ceased when the boat 
was miles down the canal; the repre- 
sentatives of the law and the Gospel 
had to take the oars, and it was refresh- 
ing to see tlietn slash, dash, splash, each 
on his own hook, regardless of hU 
neighbor's stroke. They worked unniur- 
niuringly like galley slaves and succeed- 
ed in arriving at (lie Indian boarding 
school on Saturday night, at live minutes 
to twelve o'clock. Some say that a miss 
is as good as a mile. This school is the 
oldest ot the schools of our Church in 
British Columbia. It lias accommoda- 
tion for fifty pupils. A comfortable and 
nuich needed addition -was erected last 
summer fur the superintendent and fam- 
ily. This school is a two-storey build- 
ing, witli basement and garret, and is 
heated with hot air. The site is very 
picturesque, on the west bank of tin; 
Somas river. There are Kid acres in 
connection with t^is home. The house 
is very comfortaole, and the school is 
well managed, and the children are 
healthy, intelligent, and under good dis- 
cipline. At this point the work for 
which the commissioners bad been ap- 
pointed was finished, and like boys set 
free from school, merrily started home- 
ward over the stage road to Nanaimo. 
one of the most beautiful drives im- 
aginable, through an unbroken forest of 
giant fir, spruce and cedars. 



Fruit Canneries in California. 

According to the San Francisco 
Chronicle, "fruit canning in California 
began In a small way in the sixties, 
and by 1S70 had increased to 36, -100 
eases of two dozen cans. From that 
year on there was a steady increase, 
until in 1SS0 tiie output was 221,000 
cases. The final statement of the pack 
of 190-1 is not available, but the pack of 
1903 was 2,730,000 cases, and the esti- 
mate at the close of 1901 was 2.S00,- 
000 cases. The output this year will 
apparently be a record-breaker, and 
still the facilities are to be very large- 
ly increased. Formerly capital was 
afraid of the business, but now it is 
entirely ready to engage In it, and 
canneries are built wherever the quan- 
tity of fruit within a reasonable dis- 
tance justifies the outlay. The cost 
has been reduced 1 by wonderful im- 
provements in machinery and appli- 
ances, and, as in other lines of trade, 
the tendency is toward the concentra- 
tion of the industry in strong hands, 
operating large plants. California 
canned fruit Is recognized In nil 
markets of the world as the best to 
he had, and our export trade is enor- 
mous — reaching 550,000 cases In 1903, 
of which Great Britain takes by far 
the largest portion. The canning of 
Vegetables — except tomatoes — is a 
much later development, having most- 
ly grown up since the beginning of 
asparagus canning, about 3S0f>, when 
the pack of that product was 27,730 
eases. The figures of the entire pack 
of vegetables, including tomatoes, are 
not available for hist season, but prob- 
ably largely exceeded 1,000,000 cases. 
And It now looks as If our canning 
Industries were till still in their in- 
fancy. There seems no end to their 
expansion ."

Proceedings at Second Day's Session in 
Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 14. — The sec- 
ond day's session of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor conven- 
tion met at 'J o'clock today. President 
Gompers called John Mitchell, second 
vice president, to the chair; and James 
Duncan, first vice president, read the 
annual report of the executive council. 
In the matter of the protection of chil- 
dren the executive council had hills 
introduced In the legislatures of many 
states prohibiting the employment of 
children in mills, factories, mines and 
industrial establishments. Some prog- 
ress was made, but results during the 
year were not entirely satisfactory. 

President Gompers was authorized to 
enlist the assistance of other organiza- 
tions In securing the passage of legis- 
lation in all states prohibiting the em- 
ployment of child labor. 

It was decided that in the future 
the executive council shall not inter- 
fere in disputes between labor organ- 
izations unless the unions Involved 
have exhausted all means to bring 
about an adjustment of the differ- 
ences. 

An assessment of 1 cent a member a 
week for a period of four weeks was 
levied on the entire membership of 
the federation for the benefit of the 
International Typographical Union in 
its efforts to establish an eight-hour 
work day in the job and commercial 
planting establishments in the United 
States and Canada on January 1, l'JOG.

ACCIDENT AT WHITEHORSE. 

Polish Jew Meets Death by Suffocation 
Under a Load of Hay. 

Whitehorse, Nov. 14. — A Polish Jew 
known as Jack Qlaser met his death 
at Little Salmon yesterday forenoon 
in a rather peculiar manner. Glaser, 
who was a wood -chopper for the White 
Pass Company at Little Salmon,' was 
hauling a load of hay on a sled which 
overturned. As lie. was riding on top 
of the load he was thrown beneath It, 
face downward in tlie snow, u'lid being 
unable to extricate himself from be- 
neuth the weight which bore him down, 
ho was suffocated, 

Later he was found by William Drjiry 
nnd two other men, who did .all hi 
their power lo resuscitate him, but It 
was too late. Glaser was about 40 
years of nge. He came from .Seattle 
to Alaska in 1898, and for some time 
was employed on the White Pass rail- 
way. All that is known of tlie de- 
ceased's relatives Is that he leaves one 
brother in the States and another in 
the Transvaal.

There are four Herald's Colleges In 
Great Britain and Ireland, and their 
charters "prescribe the territorial lim- 
its of their jurisdiction. There are two 
in England, one for the south of the 
Trent, and one for the north of the 
Trent to the borders of Scotland. The

Edinburgh alone has jurisdiction for

In regard to the King's prerogative 
rights, and consequent obligations, the 
treaty of 1763 declares: "His Most 
Christian Majesty renounces all preten- 
sions which he has hitherto formed, or 
might have formed, to Nova Scotia, or 
Acadia — and guarantees the whole "( 
it. with all the dependencies, to the 
King of Great Britain. Moreover, II. 
M. C. Majesty cedes and guarantees to 
H. B. Majesty In full right, Canada and 
all its dependencies — and that in the 
most ample manner and form without 
restriction and without any liberty to 
depart Loin the meaning of said ses- 
sion.-: and guarantees under any -pre- 
tence." •

There is no spot in the pages of journalism where you get more 
directly into the . hearts and minds of the public than in those classi- 
fied advertisements typified as the "want columns." They become soon, 
of course, In journals which get very close to the people, the 
"want" pages. Here, to use Goethe's felicitous expression, you find 
yourself truly in "the thick of life" and you feel the full currents 
of business activities and human pleasures. 

I know nothing, really, that Is more distinctly human In the busy 
roll of printed daily records than those pages. 

Considering how - numerous and various are the wants of all classes 
In our complex modern civilization, It is quite natural and commend- 
able that publishers of papers should extend the greatest hospttality 
to the insertion of the briefest or the largest want notice. To secure a 
whole page of notices and appeals of this sort Is to assert, or to sug- 
gest by implication, that the journal having this feature is read by 
everybody. In other words, it is very near, as a matter of course, to 
the entire public in the particular territory where it circulates. Very 
much more is also accomplishced by having the "want" page volumin- 
ous. It tells other advertisers that the journal so favored Is a real 
vox popull— that what is said In it is seen and read all through its 
especial Held. 

There is nc kind of advertising so Interesting or that means so much. 
Many dailies In their "wants" classified group together along with 
the typical "want" notices advertisements that are "wants" only 
through this constructive courtesy. This often makes the department 
so set apart cover several pages. The truth is that, while all adver- 
tising is the appeal 'for something wanted— customers or patronage — 
the typical "want" 'is some single temporary desire — or perhaps two 
or three together — that an answer or series of answers^ may at once 
and therefore wholly extinguish. Even if the same "want" of the 
same person occurs a year later, it is essentially a new and separate 
notice'. All typical "wants" are not over a few lines In length and 
are distinguished by the fact that they are not often or long con- 
tinued. A few insertions at the most, and their brevity, are their 
distinguishing characteristics. 

Some of the "wants" — in foreign papers especially, and sometimes 
in our own — are grotesque enough to go into a funny department. 

It is probably the help wanted or position wanted features of the. 
classified notices that the most unusual and odd combination of desires 
appear. They are frequently conglomerated so homogeneously that 
their juxtaposition and extravagance at once arouse the very dullest 
sense of humor. 

' Yet the writers of them speak in a solemn tone, and In the most 
serious way, of the almost Impossible things which they expect to 
find compounded in one place or personality. 

There is no end to the varieties and oddities in "want" advertising. 
To illustrate how much we all want in this world — so much more In 
some instances (in the largest number, In fact) — than we shall ever 
get: It was Ralph Emerson who once wittily said, when traveling one 
day in Boston, to a fellow passenger, that ho "was going to Boston to 
hire an Angel to do housework nt $2 a week." And how well that 
describes the futility of human expectations. 

There is another class of "wants" that, properly speaking, is of 
an Interesting nature per so, without being grotesque at all, or only 
so in rare instances. I mean the "exchange wants." As everybody 
who has wares and chattels Is apt to own several things he doesn't 
want, and wants a number of things ho is destitute of, the field for 
saying this in detail is very wide. In England for years and years the 
"exchange wants" have been a frequent feature of certain journals, 
while there are journals there, I believe — or there were — that make 
gj this kind of advertising their one function. They are periodicals in 
8 which that advertising is "reading matter." 

You have a boat and want a gun, or a hive of bees and want a 
plough, or a lumber wagon and want a road wagon, and so forth over a 
long list. Hooks, furniture and even clothes, opera glasses, carpets, 
violins, pianos and everything conceivable are things for this exploita- 
tion, and very readable pages they make. As others have just what is 
here wanted, and want what Is here offered, the easiest possible bar- 
gains should be made possible through an "exchange want' 'page.

Suit has been commenced at New York 
by Robert A. Oruham against the Oregon 
Railroad & Navigation Company, one of 
K. 11. llarrlninu's corporations, for $083,- 
081, for alleged breach of contract In re- 
gard to maintaining u line of steamers 
from Portland to the Orient. A New York 
despatch says: "llarriman's Oregon line 
felt the need in October, 1PO0, of uew ar- 
rangements for shipping goods to and 
from the Orient. Accordingly the agent 
of the Hue, Benjamin Campbell of Port- 
laid, Ore., and Graham entered into a con- 
tract whereby, as Graham alleges, he was 
to furnish steamships of certain capacity, 
and was to have the excluslvo trade of 
the Oregon navigation company to ami 
from the Orient, liruhftm got live steam- 
ships and started the Oregon & Orient 
Steamship Company, which was success- 
fully operated until March, 1001, when, us 
Graham says, the Harriinan people notified 
him they would terminate the ngreemo.u 
within one month.
